Armor Plate Rooms on Ocean Liners 
For Holding Bullion, 


It would he natural to supfxise that 
shipments of gobi bullion hack ami 
forth across tis* Atlantic on big liners 
would In* attended by considerable pre­ 
caution. hut there Is probably no other 
place in the world where the transport 
Of great wealth Is carried on w'th such 
simplicity. 
One of our great liners has two 
strong rooms, 
the sins tier being in 
dom? proximity to the captain’s quar­ 
ters. lyblie the other is next to the pro­ 
vision department. 
The small strong 
room has its walls, door and ceiling 
lined with two inch steel plate and 
contains nothing in the way of fur­ 
nishing other than shelves. 
This has 
more than once contained enough gold 
to buy the liner many times over. 
The locks, which are or the double 
variety, are rendered still more secure 
by covering the keyholes with steel 
hasps, which art* themselves l<H*ked in 
place with 
massive 
padlocks. 
This 
strong room. being locate,I In the most 
frequented 
portion 
of 
the ship, 
is 
passed by persons at all hours of the 
day ami night, which, after nil. I* the 
great protection 
I he strong room located near th** 
ffovisfon department is twelve feel 
Long by four feet wide, and It often 
happens that 
both 
these rooms are 
tilled to capacity with gold bullion.

packed in small kegs bound with steel 
hoops.—London A nswers.
